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YOUR  TRAFFIC  COUNTS

You  can  almost  hear  them  counting, 
"Let's  see  now,  four  here,  another 
originated,  a  couple  more-,  er  three?" 

It's  that  time  of  the  month  again  when 
Wisconsin  traffikers  add  up  their  traffic 
points,  "...and  maybe  a  book  of  five  for 
three  points?"  Oops,  apparently  a  few  are 
confused. 

Let's  review  traffic  counting  by  defining 
the  four  categories  of  messages  which  count 
one  point  each:  originated,  received,  sent 
and  delivered.  Notice  in  particular  the  rules 
for  originated  and  delivered. 


ORIGINATED  -  Any  message  originated 
by  someone  other  than  you,  but  filed  with 
your  station  for  initial  transmission  on  the 
air.  As  examples,  a  message  started  for 
another  person  in  your  household,  a  guest  at 
your  station,  a  neighbor,  or  a  County  Fair 
visitor;  each  message  counts  as  one  point 
originated. 

RECEIVED  -  Any  message  you  receive  by 
Amateur  Radio  at  your  station. 

SENT  -  Any  message  transmitted  from 
your  station  by  radio  to  another  station, 
regardless  of  whether  the  message  was 
originated  at  your  station  or  was  received 
from  another  station. 

DELIVERED  -  Any  message  delivered  by 
you  to  the  addressee,  provided  all  the 
following  conditions  are  met:  Message  was 
received  at  your  station  by  radio,  addressee 
Is  someone  other  than  you,  and  message  was 
delivered  OFF-the-air  (by  telephone,  mail, 
or  in  person.) 

Next,  do  you  know  that  there  are  only 
three  cases  where  a  message  can  count  two 
points?  Here  they  are: 

ORIGINATED  AND  SENT  -  As  an 
e xara pie,  a  YL  visits  your  station  and  has 
you  send  her  message  by  radio. 

RECEIVED  AND  SENT  -  In  simple  terms, 
you  receive  a  message  from  one  station  and

Golf  is  no  longer  a  rich  man's  game 
there  are  millions  of  poor  players.  A 
golfer  is  a  chap  who  yells  "Fore!", 
takes  six  and  puts  down  five.  Golf  is 
what  men  do  when  they're  too  tired  to 
mow  the  lawn.  There  are  bigger  things 
than  money,  bills  for  instance.  Shark 
steak  is  cosiriered  a  delicacy.  In 
other  words,  despite  all  that  you’ve 
heard,  you're  much  more  likely  to  see  a 
man  eating  a  shark  than  a  man-eating 
shark,  A  sign  appearing  in  many 
factories,  "look  Alive,  You  can  be 
replaced  by  a  button."  A  desk  is  a 
waste  paper  basket  with  drawers.  And, 
never  meet  trouble  half  way,  it'll  make 
the  whole  trip  if  it  wants  to. 
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send  it  to  another  station.  This  is  the 
major  function  of  the  Official  Relay 
Station  (ORS).  It  keeps  traffic  moving. 

KECEIVED  AND  DELIVERED  -  You  receive  an 
Easter  message  on-the-air  and  telephone 
the  addressee  for  delivery,  for  ex¬ 
ample.  '  ■  .  '  N  'V 

Then,  are  you  aware  that  some  messages 
count  less  than  one  point  each?  It's  a 
message  in  bock  form,  time  savers  used 
when  messages  have  identical  parts. 
This  could  be  a  bunch  of  Christmas 
messages  with  the  same  text  and  signa¬ 
ture,  but  going  to  different  relatives, 
messages  lumped  into  a  book. 

When  you  send  or  receive  messages-  in 
book  form,  c  o  u  n  t  one  point  for  every 
three  messages  in  the  book,  plus 
another  point  for  any  over  a  multiple 
of  three,  up  to  and  including  the  next 
multiple  of  three. 

For  instance,  books  of  either  4,  5  or  6 
messages  count  two  points.  This  means 
t h a t  one  message  in  ebook  of  si  >; 
counts  one-third  point!  You  earn  more 
points  per  message,  one-half  point 
each,  with  books  of  two  or  four. 

Larger  books  of  seven,  ten,  thirteen, 
and  so  forth,  outscore  multiples  of 
three,  but  still  they  don't  count  as 
much  as  the  popular  two-  or  four-mes¬ 
sage  books. 

Breaking  up  large  books  for  sending  to 
different  stations  increases  their 
value.  A  book  of  twelve  is  worth  only  4 
points,  but,  if  separated  into  three 
books  of  four,  it  becomes  6  points. 

No  need  to  worry  about  fractional 
points,  though,  because  when  messages 
of  a  book  are  separated  to  be  sent  "or 
delivered,  they  count  one  full  point 
each.  You  may  never  have  thought  about 
this,"  but  'books  have  at  least  two  or 
more  messages,  and  messages  are  never 
originated! nor  delivered  in  books. 

Finally,  the  traffic  ‘‘total “  is  the  sum 
of  the  message  points. 

Each  month,  a  few  Wisconsin  Amateurs 
get  their  totals  wrong,  usually  off  by 
1  or  10  points.  I  catch  and  correct 
most  ,  errors  when  receiving  traffic 
reports  directly  from  the  'reporting 
station,  but  for  relayed  reports,'  I 
correct  errors  and  let  the  operator 
know  later. 

Here  are  a  few  handy  tips  to  remember 
when  making  the  traffic  portion  of  your 
Station  Activities  Report  (5AR):  Count 
messages  carefully.  double  check  your 
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never , 

because  all 
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ports/  late  or  on  time,  will  be, listed 
in  -Q5T-.  It *s  just  that  late  reports 
are  placed  at  the  end  of  the  regular 
traffic  list  in  a  later  issue. 

Low  traffic  totals  are  nothing  to  .be 
embarrassed  about  either,  instead. they 
are  valuable,  too,  in  traffic  repor¬ 
ting. 

Host  traffic  reports  are  sent  as  mes¬ 
sages  to  me,  seldom  does  anyone  mail  a 
report  these  days.  Reports  sent  to  the 
Section  ttanaQ&r&re  ior  listing  in 
QST-,  but  Official  Relay  Stations  (ORS) 
should  also  send  the  same  report  to  the 
STM  as  an  indication  of  appointment 
activity. 

The  -DST-  Wisconsin  traffic  summary  I 
prepare  must  be  mailed  to  ARRL  Head¬ 
quarters  on  the  morning  of  the  7th  day 
following  the  month  to  be  reported.  So, 
on  the  night  of  the  6th,  when  all  SARs 
should  be  in,  you'll  find  me  busy  put¬ 
ting  together  the  report  on  my  compu¬ 
ter.  Here's  the  procedures 

First,  I  run  Viewmax  80,  an  80  column 
pre-boot  program,  run  Vi  si  calc,  and 
load  a  traffic  report  template  which 
has  various  titles  and  sum  formulas  for 
the  total  column.  Next,  I  enter  the 
month,  randomly  grab  traffic  report 
messages,  and  enter  the  call,  points 
originated,  received,,  sent,  and  deli¬ 
vered,  The  program  automatically  calcu¬ 
lates  the  total. 

After  this  total  is  compared  to  the 
total  submitted,  I  jump  to  the  next 
line  and  enter  another  station  traffic 
report,  “BPL”  is  automat i cal  1 y  added  in 
the  last  column  for  those  who  qualify. 
Late  reports  from  previous  months  are 
appended. 

Then  some  file  management  sorting  with 
Versacalc,  a  program  which  allows  the 
entire  list  of  around  fifty  stations  to 
be  sorted  in  descending  numerical  order 
by  traffic  totals.  This  data  is  saved 
to  disk  for  my  records. 

Finally,  the  traffic  report  is  printed 
on  one  sheet  of  blank  paper  and  mailed, 
along  with  other  reports,  to  Headquar¬ 
ters. 

Checking  and  compiling  traffic  reports 
is  one  of  the  many  pleasant  duties  a 
Section  Manager  performs  each  month.  If 
you  find  this  story  of  interest  or 
useful,  please  let  me  know  snd  I  would 
be  glad  to  tell  you  more  about  another 
sub  j ect .  .

The  following  are  known  locations  where 
Amateur  Radio  license  examinations  are 
being  given  in  the  Badger  State  area. 


General  rules  tor  all  examinations: 

All  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at 
least  30  days  before  the  exam  date. 

To  register  for  these  examinations  you 
must  first  secure  a  copy  of  the  current 
FCC  Form  610  (the  one  dated  June  1984) 
and  fill  it  out  completely  (AND 
CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  the  FCC 
Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State 
Smoke  Signals.  send  a  20c  BASE  if  you 
request  one  from  the  ARRL  or  BSS3.  In 
most  cases  forms  can  also  be  obtained 
from  the  sponsoring  group.  Remember-- 
you  must  file  at  least  30  days  in 
advance  unless  otherwise  indicated.

Filter  for  your  Electricity 


If  you've  noticed  a  sludge  or  clay-like 
build-up  inside  your  tubes  or  diodes 
lately,  dr  even  if  you  haven't  but 
recently  added  new  equipment  to  your 
station  there  is  a  simple'  preventive 
step  you  can  take  to  save  lot  of  bucks 
down  the  road;  filter  your  electricity. 

You  know  how  every  time  the  city  works 
on  the  water  pipes,  it  loosens  up  a  lot 
of  rust?  0  Well,  the  same  thing  happens 
when  the  electric  company  works  on  the 
lines  and  they  are  not  always  careful 
to  drain  off  before  putting  the  line 
back  in  service.  So,  it's  up  to  you  to 
protect  those  tubes  and  diodes  from 
getting  all  clogged  up. 

To  test  for  clogged  equipment,  loosen 
and  remove  one  of  the  easier  to  get  at 
tubes,  invert  it,  and  tap  it  several 
times  against  a. hard  surface.  If  you 
notice  debris  falling  inside  the  tube, 
the  condition  is  advanced.  iwith  metal 
tubes  and  solid  state  devices,  this 
condition  cannot  easily  be  observed  so; 
it  is  recommended  that  a  hole  be  dril¬ 
led  in  the  top  of  metal  tubes  for  ob¬ 
servations;  with  solid  state  devices 
you  may  have  to  peel  off  a  layer  and 
see  if  the  holes  are  plugged  up  and  not 
moving  freely). 

To  filter  your  electricity,  run  the  hot 
lead  through  an  ordinary  quart  fruit 
jar.  i Empty  the  jar  when  the  sediment 
is  one-fourth  full,  sometimes  referred 
as  three-fourths  empty.  The  electrons 
will  jump  straight  across  the  jar,  but 
the  sediment,  because  of  its  greater 
weight,  will  fall  to  the  bottom. 

Caution:  Avoid  breathing  the  filter 
dust,  especially  if  you  have  an  asthma¬ 
tic  condition. 

This  filter  will  add  years  to  the  life 
of  the  tubes  and  diodes.
